Still Out 


Whether the city of Santa Ana will 
join Chino and Stanton in support of 
the Inter County Airport Authority 
was postponed for the fifth time 
Monday, as no one appeared eager 
to put the matter to a vote. 

Joe Sammon, an official of the 
Authority asked for still another 
postponement. 

The proposal to join the Airport 
Authority, a Phoenix from the ashes 
of the Chino Hills Airport Authority, 
was first presented to the Santa Ana 
City Council on October 13 at which 
time members of the group spoke in 
favor of it and officials and citizens 
from north Orange County cities 
strongly opposed it. 

That hearing was continued to the 
November 4 City Council meeting. 
This then was postponed until 
November 18, which was adjourned 
to December 16, which was 
forwarded to January 6. The hearing 
is nc . set for January 20. 

The Inter County Airport 
Authority, based in Santa Ana, has 
tried unsuccessfully to attract 
another city to its support since 
Anaheim withdrew from the Chino 
Hills Airport Authority, causing its 
demise. The two cities left from that 
union, Stanton and Chino are the 
component parts of the new 
authority.

A strong contention for three 
seats on the Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees looms this 


If schools have changed a lot 
since the little red school-house, 
consider, also the school district. 

School districts in this area may 
work on the yo yo principle. 

In doing research for a 
master’s thesis in 1968, A 
Chapman College student found: 

The first school district in 
Orange County was the Upper 
Santa Ana _ School District; 
followed by the Spring School 
District. The Upper Santa Ana 
turned into the Peralta and the 
Yorba. (The Yorba was every- 
thing north of the river). 

And in 1874, the El Cajon 
School District was begun in 
Placentia. It then begat the 
Placentia Grammar School Dis- 
trict. 


Then in 1893, this district 
joined the Fullerton High School 
District. But in 1933, forty years 
later, the Placentia Union 
Grammar School District 
changed its mind and withdrew 
from the Fullerton Union High 
School District. 


Meanwhile in another part of 
the orange groves, in 1914, the 
Richfield School District was 
formed. So was a Commonwealth 
School District. 


But in 1915, Richfield merged 
with Placentia. Commonwealth 
didn’t do that until 1921 and by 
that time (1915) the locai district 
was known as the Placentia Union 
Grammar School District. 

Then in 1930 the Yorba District 
joined the Placentia District and 
by 1933 there was established in

Placentia the Valencia Union 
High School District. 

But by 1936, progress unified 
the high school and the grammar 
school districts in Placentia and 
created the Placentia Unified 
School District. 

That's not all. In 1936 the 
Yorba District decided to leave 
Placentia and join the Yorba 
Linda School District, which they 
did. But two years later in 1938, 


Yorba District had second 
thoughts and came back to 
Placentia. 


Twenty-four years later (1962) 
a study was made on joining the 
Yorba Linda School District with 
the Placentia Unified School 
District. It failed to materialize. 
Everybody went home. 

So now (1975) the Yorba Linda 
School District, which is also 
affiliated with the Fullerton 
Union High School District, is 
seeking to leave Fullerton and 
merge itself with the Placentia 
Unified School District. No 
decision’s in on that one yet. 

And if that isn't complicated 
enough there is the Rio Vista 
Elementary School. Rio Vista is in 
Anaheim, but in the Placentia 
Unified School District. However, 
the neighbors would like to pick it 
up and put it in the Anaheim City 
Elementary School District, 
which is not to be confused with 
the Anaheim Union High School 
District. This will go before state 
school officials in February. No 
decision yet.

Nixon Foundation 
Finds College Home

The assets of the recently 
dissolved Nixon Foundation, includ- 
ing a cemetery plot in Ireland, are 
being transferred to the former 
president's alma mater Whittier 
College, T. Marshall Holcombe, 
Whittier Vice President for College 
Advancement said this week. 

The 25-member Foundation 
Board, organized in 1969 to 
establish a Presidential Library and 
Museum for the former president, 
recently announced its disbanding. 

Holcombe said the move did not 
guarantee that the Library-Museum 
would be built on the Whittier 
campus although “land for the site 
is still available," he reported. 

The Foundation set up several 
years ago with Leonard K. Firestone 
president, has had some dispersal 
within its ranks. Firestone, ap- 
pointed by Nixon U.S. Ambassador 
to Belgium, announced the dissolu- 
tion from his post in Brussels.

Holcombe said that the assets of 
the Foundation have not as yet been 
delivered to Whittier College.

1974 may not have been the 
greatest business year of all time, 
but it wasn't bad, especially for long 
established firms here, and 1975 will 
be still better, local business men 
reported this week. 

The sagging national economy 
may not, as yet, be ingrained in this 
area as firms reported their 
customers complained more of 
cutbacks in overtime than actual 
layoffs. 

‘It’s nowhere near as bad as the 
big Autonetics layoff a few years 
back,’* one local firm estimated. 


Approval 
Given For 
Key Ranch 


The Orange County Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday unanimously 
approved a proposal to further the 
purchase of the Placentia-based 
George Key Ranch and designate it 
an historic site. 

The action moves now to the 
county's Harbors, Beaches and 
Parks Department for further review 
and recommendation. 

Bob Yablonski, Chief of Adminis- 
tration of the department, said his 
report will return to the supervisors 
with a recommendation for funding 
and the size of allocation needed. 

There is also a possibility that they 
Key Ranch will be incorporated with 
four other county historic sites to be 
secured at one time, Yablonski said. 

Also included in the action will be 
the registration of the sites into the 
National Register. The other 
properties in which the Orange 
County Historical Commission has 
expressed an interest, he said, are: 
the Modjeska Home in Modjeska; 
the Conrad Winery in Anaheim; the 
Montanez Adobe in San Juan 
Capistrano and the Sana Ana Tin 
Mine in Trabujco Canyon. 

Money for the project is expected 
to be provided through federal and 
state funding, Yablosnki said.

A request for $98,000 of Orange 
County funds, to complete a budget 
of $196,000 for three major street 
projects in Placentia, has been 
approved by the Placentia City 
Council 

Placentia’s $98,000 share, if the 
request is approved, would be 
allocated from gas tax revenues due 
the city.

The Placentia City Council 
recently approved an expenditure 
of $734.58 for one Selectric 


typewriter to be used in the 


offices of the city’s Social 
Services Coordinator. The re- 
quest includes both and English 
and a Spanish courier. 

“A great deal of printed 
communication is done in 
Spanish by the Office of Social 
Services,’’ the request stated. 


The three projects under 
consideration are the widening of 
Chapman Avenue from Bradford 
Avenue to Kraemer Boulevard; the 
widening of Rose Drive near Linda 
Vista Street and the widening of 


Melrose Street between Crowther 
Avenue and Orangethorpe Avenue. 

All three projects involved major 
Streets within the city and county. 

The Chapman Avenue widening 
concerns a critical section of arterial 
with pavement widths as narrow as 
20 feet. the report states. Included is 
$60,000 for the right of way as phase 
1 of the project. The actual work is 
expected to be accomplished as part 
of a larger widening project on 
Chapman ‘Avenue starting at 
Murray Street and going eastward to 
Kraemer Boulevard. 

Rose Drive would be widened an: 
additional 20 feet in the vicinity of 
Linda Vista Street to provide a 
second southbound lane. The city 
owns the right of way and only 
construction funds of $30,000 are 
needed for the alteration. 

The widening of Melrose Street 
between Crowther Avenue and 
Orangethorpe Avenue involves 


“Critically substandard’ paving 
through its length, the report 
outline., as well as being 


exceptionally narrow in some areas. 

This project proposes to acquire 
right of way in exchange for 
improvements adjacent to four 
parcels and would require an overall 
expenditure of $106,000. 

The funds are sought as part of the 
1975-76 county budget.

“I am concerned with the 
responsibility gap between tax- 
payers and representation,’’ he 
explained. ‘‘Much of the responsibi- 
lity has been taken from local control 
and moved outside the local 
community. We would behoove 
ourselves to accept this responsibil- 
ity on a local level rather than to look 
to other areas." 


Manos would dispense with 
experimental programs such as the 
Early Childhood Education effort 
now in practice at Rio Vista School.

Holcombe explained, saying that the 
snag is the lack of $10 million, the 
amount estimated necessary for 
construction.

We believe that it would 
be a great historical source that 
would be studied in more than any 
other,"" he explained. He said, 
however that the college has had no 
direct contact from the former 
president on the subject. 

Holcombe believes that the public 
climate will change in time and that 
the Library will eventually be built 
although designation of the site has 
not been considered yet. ‘*We 
believe we now have a slight edge."’

business to be down this year 
because of the general national 
economy and because they deal in a 
generally considered luxury item. 

‘But we met our figures,"’ Mrs. 
Brown stated. **People bought nice 
things this year--something of 
value--something that will last. 
We're hopeful."’ 

Bill and Marie O'Brien, owners of 
the long established O'’Briens 
Television and Furniture, first sold 
carpets in Placentia 20 years ago at 
the old American Legion Hall, which 
stood on the southwest corner of 
Kraemer Park. 

“This week we're very busy,” 
Mr. O'Brien reports. ‘December 
was OK, we can't complain. Sales 
are up and profits are too, but of 
course, not as much as sales.” 

“1974 was good,”’ he recalled. 
“It’s been a little soft, but by spring 
it will start to pick up.”’ 

Sav-On Drug Store, one of the 
large businesses in  Placentia's 
thriving Town Center reports: 
**We're up over last year,”’ assistant 
manager James Bell explains. 

Bell says the very new outlet 
*‘barely hit our projections and after 
Christmas we have noticed a 
slump,"* but he attributes it to the 
general economic condition. 

*‘We sold more essentials this 
Christmas season,"’ he explained. 
“People didn’t spend as much 
money on toys. They spent more 
money on essentials like appliances. 

Bell says he believes the store 
would have sold more toys irra better 
economic climate, ‘‘but we're 
hitting our projections and we're 
quite happy with our progress." 

**We're concerned to some extent 
about the economy,"’ he explains. 
‘People are not buying everything 
we hoped they would buy.”’ 

Bell said because of general 
situation the store is not half-pricing 
toys this year as it normally would. 

“We're happy to be in 
Placentia,"’ he reports, *‘and we're 
happy to be with the kind of people 
who live in this city. These are family 
people. But they're not afraid to tell 
you if they think something is wrong 
and we appreciate that."’ 

The store was a year old last 
October. 

“We did less in 1974 than in 
1973," a spokesman for Placentia 
carpets reports, “‘but we think 1975 
is going to be a lot better." 

“Carpet is your best buy yet, it 
hasn't gone up in price,” the 
company reports. 

Every year has usually improved 
for the company and *‘Christmas is 
usually busy, but not quite as much 
this year."’ 

**However, January is Starting out 
to be a fine month and we feel very 
optimistic about the whole thing,”’ 
the company said. 

The local firm also said that more 
people are buying locally *‘and it's a 
good thing because local merchants 
help pay for the kids going to 
school." 

“The price of sugar is down a 
little,"" Mrs. Eleanor Cooper of 

Coopers’ Town Center Bakery 
reports, and the Coopers hope 
ingredient prices will drop enough 
that they can drop prices too. 

Because of the sugar and price 
situation, Mrs. Cooper feels that it 
has been a difficult year but 
“Christmas was good this year,” 
she reported as the number of 
customers in the shop made it 
difficult for her to talk. 


“And we hope 1975 will be 
better."* 
Mrs. Cooper also reports a 


shortage of good bakers. Her 


Placentia Joins 
Flood Authority 


“The Corps of Engineers have 
identified this particular area 
(including Placentia) as the worst 
potential flood disaster area in the 
western half of the United States."' 
Ed Just. Acting Coordinator for the 
Santa Ana River Flood Protection 
Agency. told members of the 
Placentia City Council. 

‘And if something isn't done on 
it, we're in trouble!"" he 
admonished. 

“The county report was given in 
connection with surveys made by the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers. who have 
identified the area as in dire need of 
proper flood control measures. 

“The Corps of Engineers with 
Congressional approval, began the 
study of this area in 1962,"" Just 
explained. ‘They are still studying 
it atter 12 years and are now faced 
with the decision as te what 
alternatives to recommend to 
Congress." 


The alternatives offer a wide 
range of cost. Just advised. 
“One that appears the most 


successtul to the greatest numbers 
of peoples, calls for building a new 
dam by the Redlands Airport’’. 
Major modifications also could 
increase the height ef Prado Dam by 
24 feet and would alter the Santa 
Ana River channel. 

“The cost of the improvements 
about a year and a half ago were 
something like $386 million. The 
cost extimate today is $506 million. 
And in the event that nothing is done 
by the Corps of Engineers within the 
next term of Congress, we're going 
to be looking at at least ten years 
before Congress can start.’’ Just 


husband grew up in the bakery 
business and has been in it all his 
life. *‘Not everyone is willing to get 
up at 2 or 3 a.m. each morning and 
keep the hours that bakers must. It’s 
not easy,"’ she says. 

The Coopers have lived in 
Placentia for five years and like it 
here. But they have had to become 
more cautious about accepting 
checks, especially from people 
outside the immediate area. 

‘*Everything’s wonderful,"’ 
Norman Rains, coowner of Pla- 
centia’s long established Bargain 
Basket reports. ‘‘And I hope next 
year will be still better."’ 

**l always predict a good year,"’ 
Rains enthused. *‘And it’s always 
right. 

The Alpha Beta Market in 
Placentia’s Town Center is equally 
enthusiastic. 

A spokesman for the market 
reports ‘‘a big potential for next 
year. We're going to expand. There 
are a lot of homes being built. 1975 is 
going to be very good." 

‘And last year was excellent!"’ 

Clothing dealers are a littie more 
cautious, but not pessimistic. 

The ones interviewed said they 
are cutting out frills, because people 
are shopping carefully and prag- 
matically. 

Clothing racks will carry fewer 
different styles and fewer items. 

“We're cutting back on buying 
and being very careful," Dave 
Birenbaum, manager of Placentia'’s 
Wagon Masters reports. 

The store is just one year old. 
‘*We're worried about the general 
economy in 1975, like it is.’’ 

People seem to be shopping out of 
necessity, to replace something 
worn out, Birenbaum reports. 

**However, we were pleased with 
1974,"* he explains. *‘It was a pretty 
good Christmas for us. We're young 
yet and that makes it a little rough. 
Bad checks are up a little," he 
states. 

The Fall months showed a little 
decline, James Carrescia, owner of 
El James Men's Clothiers in the 
Crossroads Shopping Center in 
Fullerton estimates, ‘‘but ten days 
after Christmas, everybody let lose 
and started buying." 

‘*We had as good a Christmas as 
last year,"’ he states. 

**Everybody wants a better year,’ 
he predicts. The store has been 
established for five years and 
recently opened a second outlet in 
Fullerton. 

**We have built a good clientele 
and we're’ optimistic. We're 
following a ‘wait and see’ in our 
buying and we are slowing up in our 
inventory. We're watching the 
economy."’ 

‘Everything is down to basic 
items...more basic colors. Manufac- 
turers have cut back also. We did 
more volume than last year, but 
inflation cuts into it, Carrescia 
explains. 

“I think inflation will level itself 
off and everything will be better.”’ 

The Bookworm in the Fullerton 
Crossroads says business  ‘“‘is 
obviously off...maybe 25 to 30 per 
cent overall.” 

“Our customer count is the 
same,"’ Richard Lockwood, owner, 
explains, ‘but people are not buying 
as much.” 

“It’s a funny kind of situation,"’ 
Lockwood says, ‘‘combating a 
recession and inflation at the same 
time. 


said. 

“IT can't begin to estimate what 
the cost will be in ten years,"’ Just 
warned. 

“Since 1969 we have been trying 
to get something moving.”’ he 
stated. A Tri-Powers Agency 
agreement now exists, approved by 
the board of the Orange County 
Flood Control District. 

‘The agreement notes that it will 
become effective as soon as three 
cities ratify it. We now have 
substantially more than enough" 
(Placentia City Council also 
unanimously voted to join.) 

The only financial committment 
for the city of Placentia, at this time, 
could be an expenditure to $1,500 he 
advised. 

Just explained that a torrential 
rain in a three-hour period could 
pour all the water from a 3,000 mile 
area through the Santa Ana flood 
basin. 

**We would catch a tremendous 
amount of water,"’ he advised. 

“If the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
can't get a clearance from all three 
counties involved (Orange, San 
Bernadino and_ Riverside) their 
recommendation to Congress will be 
that they can't get a clearance, 
therefore, they would not recom- 
mend any use of funds at this time."* 

‘We're going to have to do a lot of 
work in Riverside County and we're 
going to have to do a lot in San 
Bernadino. "* 

Orange County cities joining the 
authority include, beside Placentia, 
Costa Mesa, Cypress, Fullerton, 
Anaheim, Fountain Valley, Garden 
Grove, Seal Beach, Stanton, Santa 
Ana and Orange. Buena Park and 
Yorba Linda have delayed decision 
and La Palma has vetoed it. 

It is estimated by the Authority 
that facilities could not be 
constructed for ten years from the 
time that the three counties can 
agree and present a proposal to 
Congress. 

Of special concern to Placentia is 
the flood prone arzas in south 
Placentia as well as the north-south 
channels in the city and protection of 
the sewer treatment plants in the 
areas of Fountain Valley and 
Huntington Beach.

“Ideally we would have 
the money to make smaiic~ 
classes and have the 
teachers more available to 
the studeats. You have to 
have a teacher who's 
dedicated and everybody 
snows there are teachers in 
there who are just there for 
their time. It's a shame. 

‘The drug problem is a 
community problem. The 
school I think can help to 
solve that problem,"’ Nei- 
diger concluded.

The fiery deaths of two 
men in Placentia the day 
after Christmas points out 
the terrible need for decent 
housing in the 
older part of Placentia. The 
men burned to death 3 
blocks from the fire station 
in spite of the frantic efforts 
of the fire department to 
control the fire and rescue 
the victims. Their rooms 
over an old store proved to 
be a fire trap in the worst 
sense of the word.

No one argues the fact 
that the older part. of 
Placentia is full of inade- 
quate buildings. Many are 
fire traps and should be 
replaced. A report released 
in November shows Placen- 
tia has one of the worst 
poverty areas in Orange 
County. What. are the 
leaders of our city doing 
about it?

The 
Civic Center complex has 
just been completed at a 
cost of 2.6 million dollars. 
That much money is 
difficult to comprehend. but 
it is sure easy to see where it 
was spent. The waterfalls 
and fountains that decorate 
the mall are fantastic. You 
won't believe it until you 
see it. | went back twice and 
walked around before it 
‘really hit me. 

It's funny isn't it? Other 
cities are turning off their 
waterfalls and fountains to 
save desperately needed 
energy. but Placentia builds 
bigger and better ones. On 


second thought, it’s not 
funny, it’s sad. 
A GIFT 


The land was donated for 
the Placentia Civic Center 
site. Apparently a generous 
gift. Now, however, the city 
is negotiating to buy five 
adjoining and _ additional 
acres. The five-acre parcel 
has been appraised at the 
startling figure of $85,000 
an acre. Does Placentia 
really need it? At a cost of 
$425,000? | doubt it. An 
inquiry at City Hall revealed 
no definite plans have been 
made for development of 
those five acres. 

That reminds me of a 
house wife buying a 100 
pound ham at top dollar, not 
sure just what she'll do with 
it. but it might come in 
handy some day. 


Decent Housing 

Wouldn't it be wise to 
seek government aid to get 
our poorer citizens into 
some decent housing and 
use the $425,000 to help in 
the redevelopment of older 
Placentia? 

It is too late now, but 
perhaps our fantastic Civic 
Center should have been 
built in the older part of 
town to raise values and 
encourage builders to build 
there. That gift of land that 
the Civic Center sits upon 
may very well be the most 
costly gift the city of 
Placentia will ever receive.
